Extract  of  a  letter  from  Kings-ga4te 
(G.  B.)  Augull  3 1  >  to  a gentle- 
man in  Middletown. 
**  No  doubt  but  the  affairs  of 
France  engrofs  much  of  your  cofi- 
verfaiion.  T  ey  have j aft  palled 
a  decree,  to  rife  in  abody  to  drive 
the  combined  powers  (if  poilible) 
out  of  their  country.  How  mat- 
ters will  go  I  know  nor,-  but  if 
they  would  unite  I  believe  they 
wbuid  be  a  match  for  all  their 
enemies.  It  is  generally  believ- 
ed that  Englifh  money  is  liber- 
ally  diftributed  to  corrupt  theua- 
tives  of  France  to  rebel  agiinit 
the  new  constitution.  A  Tetter 
is  raid  to  have  been  intercepted 
of  the  molt  infernal  nature,  men- 
tioning large  funis  of  money 
drftributed  for  the  purpofc  of 
exciting  atlafknation  and  burn- 
ing all  the  ftores,  &c.  throughout 
France",  in  one  day,  and  this 
mocking  affair  is  charged  to  our 
ministry."

The 
RrfrHb  ace  ufe  the  French  of  ha\ - 
iugtreacherouil)  fallen  upon  them 
dating  a  truce  of  forty  eight 
boii'S,  which  had  been  agreed 
noon.  That  the  country  around 
Dunkirk  had  been  inundated,  by 
which  t'i-  operations  of  the  liege 
v-e«e  greatly  retarded ;  and  that 
Hi  knefi  prevailed  among  their 
troops.    That  .in  confer*  nonce  of 


a  difference  with  the  duke  of 
York,  the  prince  of  Cobourg  had 
retired  from  the  army.  That 
the  latere  intelligence  from  France 
contradicted  the  account  of"  Cuf- 
tine's  having  been  guillotined. 
That  30,000  of  the  infu.  gents  had 
abandoned  the  caufe  of  royalty 
and  Oibroitted  to  the  convention  ; 
that  Gafton  himfelf  had  declar- 
ed his  readinefsto  accept  the  con- 
futation, having  nothing  more 
in  view  than  the  eitabliihnrent  of 
a  well  orga.iifed  government, 
poilejiing  fatlicient  energy  to  pro- 
tect the  people  in  their  lives  and 
property.  That  the  French  had 
8od,oco  men  in  arms,  and  v.  ere 
well  f applied  with  every  neceiia- 
ry  for  carrying  on  the  War.  That 
inr.  Pinckney  the  Ameiican  am- 
b.oladar,  had  made  the  follow- 
ing requiiitions  to  the  Britifli 
court,  which  it  w  as  faid,  had  been 
agreed  to  ;  that  the  weftcrn  pairs 
mould  be  delivered  up  to  the  U- 
nited  Stares;  that  the  British 
fhaJJ  not  fupply  tiie  Indians  who 
ave  hoftiletothe  Americans,  with 
goods  or  ammunition — that  Ante* 
lican  feamen  liiali  not  be  (ab- 
ject to  impr«&  "...  0  the  Britilh, 
fervice  ;  and  that  American  vef- 
fets  on  the  high  feas  £ba11  not  be 
moleded  by  British  cruifers."  It 
was  further  reported,  that  an 
embafly  had  been  appointed  by 
the  Britiih  court,  to  be  feat  to 
America,  for  the  pnrpofe  of  ad- 
juuingwith  Congrefs,  fo'me  points 
relative  to  a  commercial  treaty.

—  E'jght  cr  ten 
months  elapfed  Wttlibut  anyco:..- 
municattuns  of  i-s  progpefs  to  Cort- 
grefs  :  At  length  a  letter  w  as  re- 
ceived from  the  Secretary,  Crating 
tiiat  difficulties  had  aritep  in  Ins 
negotiation  with  th&reprefematlve 
of  Spain,  which,  in  his  opinion^ 
fhould  be  fo  managed,  as  that 
even  their  exrftehce  ftviuld  remain 
a  fecret  for  the  iirjfent,  ar.d  pro- 
pofing  that  a  Committee'  be  ap- 
pointed with  fall  power  to  direct 
and  Uidruct  him  in  ev-ry  cale  re.

Thc  Secretary,  Mr.  |ay  being

cntd  in  his  tetter,  preknteu  to  their 
view  the  project  of  a  treaty  cfco:n- 
merte,  containinr,,  at  he  i"u()[.o!cd, 
suvaniegeous  Itipulaticru  in  our 
favour,  in  that  line  ;  in  confider- 
adon  tor  which  v<tre  to  con- 
tract to  forbear  the  ufe  of  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  iV|i.TiiTipp'  for 
the  term  of  twenty- five  or  thirty 
years,  and  earn«01y  advifcd  our  a- 
d  .  ting  it.

Tiicvc  appea  ed  to  us 
a  material  difference  between  fti- 
ptilatin^  by  treaty  to  to  bear  the 
ufe,  andTnot  being  able  to  openthej 
nver:  The  foriEer  would  be  cou- 
ntered by  rJie  inhabitants  of  the 
Welle  n  country  as  an  act  of  bo- 
ftihty;  the  latter  might  he  fed  i_ 
fied  by  our  inability  .'—And  with 
refpect  to  the  commercial  part  of 
the  proje,  :,  we  really  thought  it 
an  ill  advifed  one,  on  its  ownme- 
lits  folely.
